REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

[1] The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention is 
related to image registration. 

[2] Prior art was found and appUed in the prior action. Applicant uniquely claimed a distinct 
feature in the instant invention, which are not found in the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination. The feature being the following: 

[3] In claims 1,16 and 18, "forming a spatial domain representation of each of said images that 
is invariant to translation of said images". Prior arts only disclose a frequency domain representation 
that is invariant to translation. 

[4] In claims 6, 17 and 19, "forming a multi-channel function of each of said images by 
applying an operator to said images, said operator being commutative within a constant to rotation 
and scale : forming a representation of each of said multi-channel functions that is 
invariant to translation of said multi-channel function" is not disclosed in the prior arts. 

[5] Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
